tf you've noticed that the local 


comment has been missing from 


is column for the last several 


days I should explain that this 
constitutes one of the differences 
between a big city and a small 
city daily. 


The big city paper is highly 


departmentalized, with a battery 
of ivory-tower thinkers who have 
nothing to do but write their daily 
stints— far removed from the 
struggle in the business office 
and the shop. 


But the small city editor finds 


himself invariably right in the 
middle 
of 
business 
and 


production affairs. The first 100 
days of the new year are the 
worst. There is a blizzard of 
paper work— closing out the old 
year's reports, sitting in with the 
Audit Bureau of Circulations 
Chicago auditor as he prepares 
his report on the previous year, 
doing the same with our own 
CPA auditor as he makes his 
annual visit, then getting the 
federal and state tax returns 
back from him by mail, and re- 
mailing them with checks at- 
tached to the federal and state 
collectors, and finally, preparing 
the editor's personal tax returns. 


That last item is the specific 


reason there was no local 
comment in this column for 
several days. I spent Saturday 
and Sunday preparing personal 
tar schedules, went to Little 
Rock Sunday evening and placed 
them with our company CPA, 
who pronounced them O.K. That 
was April 3, ending the 1972 
paper-work turmoil just short of 
the proverbial 100 days. 


I'll get the auditor's prepared 


tax returns and file them with 
the necessary checks probably 
by the week-end. It's always a 
relief to get this job behind one— 
for until you've discharged the 
income (ax obligation you never" 
know whether you've got a dime 
left to go fishing on. 


The record-keeping chores I 


have described engulf the whole 
organization. The Star used to 
have but one bookkeeper and she 
split her time 50-50 between the 
books and handling Society 
news. But not now. How times 
have changed— 


Now we have two bookkeepers, 


both full-time; and the general 
bookkeeper spends half her 
hours keeping up with govern- 
ment reports. 


The common annoyance for 


bookkeepers and taxpaying 
citizens in general is to greet the 
new year and find some skunk in 
Washington or Little Rock has 
changed the reporting form. Life 
is bearable when all you have to 
do is to follow the schedule of last 
year from the copy in your files. 
But to have to refigure on a 
brand new report form— that is 
unbearable. 


Most businessmen justifiably 


suspect that the reason govern- 
ment forms are revised every 
year or two is not for any useful 
purpose but to provide an extra 
"work load" and therefore 
justify the hiring of additional 
government clerks. 


It's an old government trick. 


The reason I recognize it is that I 
made my own personal 
tax 


returns for 40 years, until the 
various schedules got so tedious I 
turned to our CPA. But I know 
the bookkeeping problem— and 
taxpaying time is always an 
opportune moment to let the 
politicians know that I know.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


gressional critics who say the 
Nixon administration has mis- 
handled wage^price controls are 
planning a cross-country series 
of hearings to provide a forum 
for complaints.

public hearings that would be- 
gin in Washington, then move 
to various cities throughout the 
country.

dent Nixon that the control pro- 
gram was not being carried out 
in accordance with congression- 
al intentions and that, unless 
changes were made, the com- 
mittee was prepared to reopen 
hearings and possibly recom- 
mend amendments to the Eco- 
nomic Stabilization Act which it 
steered to passage at Nixon's 
request in 1970. 


Since Patman wrote th< let- 


ter, controversy over the eco- 
nomic-control 
program 
has 


been sharpened by the resigna- 
tion of four of the five labor 


members of the Pay Board and 
by an abrupt 
rise 
in 
food 


prices. 


One set of hearings on wage 


and price control, on a some- 
what lower key, is already as- 
sured. 


The Senate-House Economic 


Committee has announced it 
will call witnesses beginning 
April 18 for an overview of the 
control program. Among those 
testifying will be members of 
the President's Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers, the heads of 
the Pay Board and Price Com- 
mission, and AFL-CIO Presi- 
dent George Meany, who led 
the labor walkout. 


The joint committee's juris- 


diction is limited to studies and 
recommendations. 
It cannot, 


like the Banking and other leg- 
islative committees, report bills 
for action. 


If current plans are carried 


out, the Banking Committee's 
hearings probably would begin 
in May and wxtend over several 
weeks, a timetable that would 
keep the economic issue sim- 
mering until the political-con- 
vention season opens in July.

McGovern Scores in Wisconsin, judge otters 
Wallace Beats Out Humphrey

MILWAUKEE, Wis. (AP) - 


Sen. George McGovern has es- 
tablished himself as a major 
contender for the Democratic 
presidential 
nomination 
by 


scoring a smashing victory in a 
Wisoonsin 
primary 
that 


knocked New York Mayor John 
V. Lindsay out of the race for 
the White House. 


The South Dakota senator, 


making the breakthrough he 
had forecast here, ran strongly 
in both urban, blue-collar areas 
and rural, farm regions Tues- 
day to capture seven of Wiscon- 
sin's nine congressional dis- 
tricts. 


He won 54 of the state's 67 


votes at the Democratic nation- 
al convention, increasing his to- 
tal to 94.5 of the 3,016 con- 
vention votes, one behind Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie of Maine. 


"It clearly establishes me as 


a major contender in the public 
mind," McGovern told a report- 
er who asked what he thought 
the results meant. "I really 
think we received a boost 
tonight that could take us all 
the way." 


Gov. 
George C. Wallace of 


Alabama, in another strong 
showing after his Florida pri- 
mary victory three weeks ago, 
rode late rural returns into sec- 
ond place by a narrow margin 
over Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey 
of Minnesota. 


Humphrey led in two districts 


with 13 convention votes. 


President Nixon easily won 


the state's 28 GOP convention 
delegates in the Republican pri- 
mary.

Mack Harbor, 34, of Paragould 
and Lester Gibbs, 65, of North 
Little Rock, a former state tax 
collector who is now retired. 


The only Republican 
candi- 


date is former state Welfare 
Commissioner Len E. Blaylock 
of Nimrod. 


Hurst entered the race with a 


blast at Bumpers, saying the 
governor had "defaulted upon 
his mandate" of 1970 when he 
won an overwhelming 
victory 


over Republican Gov. Winthrop 
Rockefeller, and had done 
"none of the things he prom- 
ised." 


"Indecision in this adminis- 


tration is the order of the day," 
Hurst said. "... One thing we 
have learned to depend upon 
from this man ...is not to de- 
pend upon him for anything." 


Bumpers met newsmen after 


the ticket closing and said he 
would wage as vigorous a cam- 
paign as he did in* 1970 when he 
whipped seven others in the 
Democratic primary, and went 
on to win the governor's chair. 
Asked if he viewed his oppo- 
nents as a "formidable" field, 
Bumpers said he considered 
any opposition a "serious chal- 
lenge." 


The governor also was asked 


if he though gambling would 
become an issue because of 


Hurst's candidacy. He said he 
would not raise the issue, but 
that he would be as decisively 
against gambling as he was in 
the campaign two years ago if 
the question arose. 


Hurst also said Bumpers' ad-

Bumpers 
disagreed, 


saying that he had sought to 
treat everyone fairly and did 
not want to slight anyone. 


As to the senator's charge 


that Bumpers was indecisive, 
the governor said he obviously 
disagreed and would deal with 
this accusation during the cam- 
paign. 


The governor said he would 


wage a "town-to-town, grass 
roots type campaign" with less 
emphasis on television than in 
his 1970 race. He said television 
was important to him in 1970 
because he was not known at 
the time. 


McClellan, 76, seeking a sixth 


term in the Senate, faces three 
Democratic challengers, his 
most serious test since former 
Gov. Sid McMath opposed him 
in 1954. 


The senator's opponents this 


year are Rep. David Pryor, 
who is giving up his 4th District 
congressional seat; Ted Bos- 
well, a Bryant lawyer who fin- 
ished a close third in the 1968 
Democratic gubernatorial pri- 
mary, and Little Rock business- 
man Foster Johnson.

Miller, executive director of the 
striking Major League Baseball 
Players Association left

"Mr. Howsam is a liar," said

single campaign appearance in 
Harlem, Powell was re-elected 
again, by a 7-1 majority—the 
same margin by which the Su- 
preme Court ruled the following 
June that Congress had ex- 
ceeded its constitutional power 
in barring him. 


But he got neither the $55,000 


in back pay nor restoration of 
the seniority that made him 
chairman of the House Educa- 
tion and Labor Committee.

Billboard laws were passed in 


this year's legislative sessions 
in 
several 
states, 
including 


Texas, but there is some differ- 
ence of opinion on.who will pay 
to have the signs removed from 
near the roads. 


Kansas, Nebraska and Okla- 


homa laws provide that the fed- 
eral government pay 75 per 
cent of the cost of removal and 
the state 25 per cent. 


However, an Iowa attorney 


general's opinion holds it is un- 
constitutional to use primary 
highway funds for the purpose 
and in Missouri there is no for- 
mula for compensation. 


In Texas, 
legislation regu- 


lating placement and removal 
of billboards was one of the two 
major 
reasons Gov. Preston 


Smith called the state legisla- 
ture 
into a special 
session, 


which ended last week. 


The bill adopted by the Texas 


legislature 
prohibits 
certain 


types of outdoor advertising, 
such as billboards, within 060 
feet of primary highways and 
requires junkyards, or automo- 
bile graveyards, with 1,000 feet 
of main highways to be re- 
moved or screened. 


The Texas highway depart- 


ment considers interstate, U.S. 
and 
major 
Texas-numbered 


highways as part of the pri- 
mary system. It does not in- 


clude farm to market, ranch or 
park roads. 


Kxrludod from the billboard 


control are official signs au- 
thorized by law, for sale or 
lease signs on property, signs 
on businesses or signs on any 
commercial or industrial land. 
Public utility signs also are ex- 
empt. 


The highway commission is 


authorized to pay the sign own- 
er and land owner for removing 
a sign. 


The state highway depart- 


ment has estimated it will take 
$82.2 million over the next five 
years or so to remove or screen 
the 1,166 junkyards which will 
be affected by the bill and to 
remove 16,380 billboards, with 
the state paying an estimated 
$26.6 million of that total fiom 
state taxes. 


Opponents claim the Missouri 


law also is unconstitutional be- 
cause it calls for use of high- 
way funds to tear down bill- 
boards and compensate owners. 
Supporters and opponents alike 
said the cost of dismantling the 
signs cannot be estimated be- 
cause of the lack of a formula.

Hearnes signed the bill into law 
March 30, a day before the 
deadline set by John A. Volpe, 
secretary 
of 
transportation. 


Volpe threatened to withhold 
$11.5 
million in federal aid this 


year and 10 per cent of federal 


highway aid each year until the 
state passed a law to meet fed- 
eral requirements. 


Gov. 
Robert Ray signed the 


Iowa bill March 29 to avoid loss 
of $7.2 million in federal funds 
this year and an estimated $6.6 
million annually until such a 
law was enacted. 


Joseph 
foupal. director of 


highways, said that, based on a 
1966 survey, billboard-junkyard 
removal would cost Iowa $26 
million but a new survey has 
been ordered to update that es- 
timate. 


Kansas Gov. Robert Docking 


signed the bill into law to avert 
loss of $6.8 million in federal 
funds. 
Opponents 
said 
that 


amount should have been sacri- 
ficed because loss of billboards 
will lose more tourist business 
than that. 


In June 1966, Kansas had 


more than 35,000 signs to be re- 
moved -957 on interstate routes 
and 34,812 on primary routes. 
The state highway department 
said it still is using those fig- 
ures as estimates. 


It was estimated in 1966 that 


removal would cost $13.11 mil- 
lion. The Kansas Legislature 
has given the highway depart- 
ment authority to use any mon- 
ey it needs to match federal 
funds.

assumption—that this test is 
conclusive--consider that these 
averages are made up of per- 
formance extremes, of the good 
and bad.

en in order to enhance the po- 
tential for big capital gains. 
Sometimes, in fact, 
outright 


gambles are taken. Sometimes 
they pay off; often they do not. 


While the growth 
average 


was only 37.65, gains of the 10 
brat growth funds ranged from 
123 to 244. Growth funds simply 
can't make those kind of gains 
without 
violating 
their 
in- 


vestment philosophy. 


Moreover, significant per- 


formance differences for each 
category are contained within 
that five-year period. In gener- 
al, growth funds have more 
pronounced up-downs than the 
others, and often look good for 
short periods. 


For the first quarter of 1972, 


for 
example, 
growth 
funds 


show gains of 11.07 per cent, 
compared with 5.94 for growth 
& income, 4.23 for balanced 
funds 
and 2.97 
for 
income 


funds.
